Aid. Wilson pointed out that a resident 
of the city had been appointed, and the mut- 
ter wtis allowed to drop. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived from the Tramway Company: 

To Ilia Worship the Mayor and Board of Al- 
dermen .-— 

Gentlemen,— In tho Times of the '_"Jth ult., 
there appeared areportof the remarks of Al- 
derman Harrison said to have been offered at 
your board on t lie pre . ions evening. The re- 
marks referred to the relations of tho Tram- 
way company with your honorable body. 

As the alderman'-) remarks were based on a 
foundation which, to use the mildest term, is 
erroneous, I respectfully ask your attention to 
the following statement on behalf of the com- 
pany : 

1 pans over tho coarse personal allu-ion to 
myself and the gentlemen who are associated 
with me in this important and beneficial enter- 
prise Ithcy aro elegantly designated by tho al 
derman as my " crowd "I. Hut 1 must enter my 
protest ugainsl. t he astounding charge prefer- 
red against the City Surveyor, who, it iu more 
than insinuated by the alderman, is in the 
"pay" of this company. It is not incumbent on 
me to defend Mr. Leech from tho attack made 
upon him, but. I cannot help saying that tbi 
high position which t hat gentleman occupies ' 
this comm. :•.;; > . and the important services he 
has rendered i lie city nnd province for many 
years past, without a stain being cost on his 
character, to say nothing of the feeble state o( 
his he ilth, should have protected him from an 
onslaught which 1 have tho Ivst means of 
knowing Is, and hero declare to be a libel of tho 
grossoat character: and I doubt IfAldorm 
Harrison lias ever yet read the charter 
of the company and Its amending by-law or tho 
guarantee loan by-la w, to which he is constantly 
referring, but or tho provisions of which bo 
clearly knows lit tie or nothing- The charter 
places the company under the control of t he 
city surveyor; but 1 know personally that while 
the work ul laying t he rails wan in progress and 
after the tracks bad been laid and before they 
had bad time to settle by use. the surplus mac- 
adam, which bud been displaced by tho tics, was 
seized by the street committee and cartcdaway 
for corporation purposes in spite of tho protest 
of the contractor and. I believe, of the city sur- 
veyor. If the streets, along which the tracks 
run, have settled, the city is bound t.o return 
the macadam and repair the streets affected by 
its removal. 

If your honorable body will refer to tho char- 
ter, you will find that tho company are not 
required to ropair the streets unless horses nro 
used to draw the cars. As horses are not used, 
how can tho company be held responsible ns 
suggested by Alderman Harrison; The 
campany is not liable to lay down crossings 
Wneru uouu existed before tbu track ■.vie; laid; 
noil her ha e t bey received, as asserted by Aid, 
Harrison, a bonus of $40,000, nor are they a 
"monopoly." It is expressly provided that 
their rights are not exclusive. It isnottruo 
that t he company have paid no attention to I bo 
remonstrances of Mr. Leech. A courteous 
answer has been returned in every case. The 
company have always tried, and will continue 
In try, to live up to the charter. They have 
even gone beyond its requirements in p ovid- 
ing accommodation for the public, as 1 shall 
presently show. 

Aid. Harrison stated that the condition of 
Store street and Superior street is disgraceful. 
1 join issue with him as far as t he first>named 
thoroughfare in concerned; but I agree with 
him as regards Superior street. Wit h regard 
to Store street it was lately found necessary to 
raise tho track, and the company had procured 
a quantity of macadam tu spread on t hat street 
before a notification as to its condition was re- 
ceived. It bus since been placed in a state of 
excellent repair, 

Superior street Is, Indeed, in a disgraceful 
condition. The shortest route to and from the 
outer wharf, it is shunned by drivers. A team 
cannot draw a heavy load over it, and buggies 
and other light vehicles are scarcely cor seen 
there. Will Alderman Harrison again say that 
responsibility for the condition ol that street 
rests with the Tramway company I Ah a mem- 
bur of the street committee when that road 
was made, should he nut look a little nearer 
homo for the responsible person/ Ls he not 
aware that tho sand or gravel placed on t hat 
stnef, under his very eye, has never "sot" be- 
cause of its nature 1 If he docs not know this, 
I am compelled to the conclusion that he 
knows as little of making streets dS .he does of 
const/ uing tramway charters. 

It is true that, tho track in some places is 
higher than the road level. That is due princi- 
pally to the fact that a furrow bus been worn 
by one wheel of a vehicle running outside of 
one rail, while I be ot her wheel ran on the op- 
positorail. Tho proceeding n <|inlo common, 
and, although vexatious, is admissible under 
the charter, but. the company cannot be asked 
to restore the street to its level under those clr- 
cunistauces. At the nunc meeting, at. which 
Alderinun Harrison relieved himself of his 
pent-up oratorg. Alderman Wilson accused flic 
company of having 'Vtolen" macadam. The 
facts are thoso: At, the corner of St. Lawrence 
and Superior streets, in February last, a brick 
culvert gave way, carrying with if part of the 
roadway, leaving! ho track which spanned the 
cavity unsupported, 

The culvoi t. was repaired by the city wit bout 
lamping the track. A month or ho later the 
cars began to make regu iir trips, and the 
track over tho culvort nnd for some yards on 
either side of the culvert, soon s ink, the track 
was declared I he in a dangerous condition, 

A gang of men was hurriedly got together 
and sent over to repair it. This the men did, 
using somo of tho macadam to tamp the ties 
with. The Tramway by-Law makes the Cor- 
poration liable to replace the trucks of tho 
company t hat may bu dist urbed by I bo Cor- 
poration workmen. Hut in- this easo. as it was 
one of umurgency, tho company supplied tho 



labor and tho Corporation only supplied tho 
macadam. Under the by-law, the city won' ' 
have supplied lulli. This matter was fully C 



plained iu a letter to Mr. Leech, I hope to Ida 
satisfaction, and to a majority of your honor- 
able body. 

In conclusion, I submit that Aid. Harrison's 
nttnek on I ho company is unsupported by facta. 
Not only have tho company fulfilled, so far as 



fhoy have boon allowod to do so, ovory clause 
of their charter, but they hnvo gone beyond it 
in efforts to allbrd the public (irst-clnss and 
speedy means of travel for t he low est coin in 
circulation born. Permit me to enumerate 
some of these efforts : 

1. Tho charter stipulates that, four miles of 
tram way should be equipped and in operation 
by July 1, 18C0. On the Bind day of February 
last nearly live miles were in operation. 

2. The charter stipulates that the cars ahall 
be run fifteen hours daily. The cars aro run 
BCVentxen hours and I hirty-fivo minutes dally. 

?. The charter stipulates that half-hour trips 
should be iiiiulo between S a. in. and 8 p.m. 
fwonty minutes trips are inade and half-hour 
trips are made during the remainder of the 
service. 

i. The charier does not stipulate for trans- 
fers, the company have introduced a system of 
transfers; seme times issuii g as many as 200 in 
a day, without extra i barges. 

In every instance, 1 repeat, tho company 
have acted in go d faith with the public. Since 
tho cars were installed in February last wo 
have carried 215,5)5 passengers, without a 
single BOrlous mishap having occured. Wo 
givo regular employment t o 27 bands and shall 
soon increase tho force to 50. 

Citiz-.-ns who nro in a position to judge de- 
olnro that the building of the tramway has con- 
tributed greatly '° t ' la advancement of Vic- 
toria, and itsooms hard, indeed, t hat tho com- 
pany should bu constantly hectored and annoy- 
ed by the foundatlonless charges so recklessly 
hurled at ii by Alderman Harrison in an effort 
to win a little cheap popularity, or striken 
deadly blow at, an estimable and faithful public 
officer.

On behalf of the N. E. T. & L. Co., 

D. W. EilQOINS, President. 
Aid. Harrison roso to explain. Healing 
with the question of the city surveyor, he 
denied the truth of the statement that he 
had said that that official was in the pay of 
the street car company. What he did say 
was that it was hard to say whether the city 
surveyor was working in tho interest of the 
city or the tram road company, and he 
would not tako a word of it back. He 
would like the council to visit .Superior 
street as a committee of the whole. (Jravcl 
had been put down there, notwithstanding 
the fact that the company had said 
it was no use, and clay had 
been put on the top, over which 
the ties appeared. The company, he said, 
had taken the city stone for tilling in their 
tracks. Carters and hackmen were com- 
plaining of the state of Store street. The 
corporation had to break the stone, which 
they put on the street, small enough to go 
through a 2!. inch ring, ami he did not see 
why the cramroad company should not be 
compelled to do likewise. As regarded the 
sinking of the streets, Aid. Harrison did not 
think it was right that the company should 
he allowed to establish a grade for theui- 
solvea by lifting their rails above tho 
lovel of the street. Ho was not 
opposed to the tram road; he thought it was 
a very good thing for the city, and lie was 
also pleased to see the company make 
twenty-minute trips; but, at any rate, the 
company should put the streets into the 
same condition us before. they put the 
tracks down. As long as he occupied a scat 
in that board, the speaker protested ho 
would stand up for the rights of the city. 

Aid. Wilson also contended that the 
company took the material of tho corpora- 
tion without its permission. Ho was pleasod 
to see that they had been successful. It 
was u good tiling for the city, but tho 
chartei said they should put the streets in 
the same condition as they found them; but 
he asked if there was n street through 
which the lines passed that is as it was be- 
fore. He protested against their making a 
special grade throughout the city. 
Aid. vigelius took tho same view. 
Aid. Robertson thought there was it good 
deal too much talk about the tramway. He 
was of opinion that they should support it: 
it belonged to . the citizens (Aid. Har- 
rison— We do support it) and the tramway 
would support them. He believed that if 
the managers were approached in a proper 
manner they would do the best they could 
to meet the wishes of the council. The 
matter was, after further discussion, re- 
ferred to the street committee and city sur- 
veyors and barristers. 

A communication was received from H. 
<1. Hall on behalf of .Jones & McNiel claim- 
ing $.">U0 compensation for damages done to 
their property through the raising of the 
sidewalk by the corporation. 

W. 15. Robertson was appointed arbitr- 
tor for the city in this matter. 

From Victoria jail committee — submit- 
ting account of expense for keeping pris- 
oners during May, $64.55. 

From C. B. Ronouf— asking for a sub- 
scription from the city towards the exhibi- 
tion by the B.C. Agricultural Association. 

From H. F. llcisterman — asking for 
drainage to some cottages which he is erect- 
ing in the neighborhood of Vancouver-street, 
and also a side walk between the latter and 
Rupert street. 

From Fred. J. Claxton, on a similar 
matter— both referred to the Street com- 
mittee. 

From Eberts and Taylor— reporting that 
tho Weiler appeal had been dismissed with 
costs, and another communication enclosing 
judgment in the case of Jones vs. corpora- 
tion. 

From Arthur H. Leo and others— com- 
plaining of damage being done to their pro- 
perty by the proximity of the lake at Bea- 
con Hill. 

From E, A. McQuade and HOG others- 
voting $5,000 of the city money to the erec- 
tion of a drill shed. 

A long discussion on this matter resulted 
in its being referred to tho Finance com- 
mittee for report. 

ACCOUNTS. 

The accounts for May were passed, 
amounting to $3,780.90 ; Richardson, 
Heathorn and Jones, $3,743.86, also passed.

SUEEFOOT BEATEN. 



"Sainfoin" Winner of Hip Derby 
Stakes, with "Le Nord" a 
Good Second. 



The 



Favorite Out of the Race at 
the Finish— Tho Ijatcaf 
Hotting-. 



London, June 4.— The race for the Derby 
stakes, 5,000 sovereigns to winner, nOO to 
nomination of winner, and 200 sovereigns to 
tho third horse, was run at Epsom Downs 
this morning. The following horses started: 
Surefoot, (loldcn (Jate, Kirkham, Le Nord, 
Sainfoin, Mart agon, Rathbeal, Orwell, Poly- 
bius. 

J. Porter's r. h. Sainfoin, by Springfield, 
duin Sanda, the second choice in betting 
won. Lo Fovre's ch. c. Le Nord, by Tria- 
tam, dam Lanoie, and the Duke of West- 
minster's Orwell, by liend'or, dam Lizzie 
Agnes third. The weather was showery, 
dull and unsettled, The betting was un- 
changed from that of hist night when odds 
were Sainfoin 9 to 2, Le Nord 12 to 1, Or- 
well 10 to I. Surefoot was odds on the 
favorite at 20 to 1. 

The crowd present at Epsom Downs to 
witness the race was not as large as usual 
partly because the belief that Surefoot 
could not be beaten had reduced the race to 
a small field. Surefoot was the greatest 
favorite that ever started for the Derby 
since he won the two thousand guineas. 
Hundreds of thousands of pounds have beon 
invested on him at odds r»nd his defeat 
caused quite a sensation. Sainfoin steadily 
held second place in the botting during tho 
winter and many shrewd people have main- 
tained that he would beat Surefoot over the 
Derby mile and half. 

The start was made at the first attempt. 
Orwell was the first away, and made the 
running at a slow pace, with Sainfoin run- 
ning second. Surefoot and Le Nord were 
in the last division. At the mile, Orwell 
was well clear of Sainfoin, who vas still 
second. In making the hill for Tottenham 
Corner, Sainfoin drew to the front, and 
coming on, won by three-quarters of 
length from Le Nord, who was u neck 
front of Orwell, Surefoot being beaten five 
yards from, and finished a head behind Or- 
well. 



Ho waited three years for his indict- 
ment.

Impartial men 
are willing to admit that the result is not 
only not certain, but so uncertain, indeed, 
that a grand sweep may be expected for the 
party that succeeds, whichever it may be. 
As to the outcome of the vote in the city, 
nobody seems in any way certain of anything 
save that Moses will foot the poll and, 
probably, H. E. Clarke head it. Mayor 
Clarke headed it last time, and some 
thought he would do so again, but the de- 
fections of his supporters have become so 
numerous that his friends are urging that 
plumpers be cast for him. The keenest 
contest will probably be for the two second 
places on the poll, and that between Tait 
and McDougall, reformers; E. F. Clarke, 
conservative, and Armour and Bell, equal 
lighters.

ESCAPED FROM SIBERIA. 



An Exile's story of Hardship and Buffering 
How He Escaped After Eleven Years.

Ottawa, June 3. — Felix Brant, u Sibe- 
rian exile who escaped to Canada, is being 
made a lion of throughout the Dominion. 
lie says his first arrest resulted from a 
letter sent to a student who had been 
arrested and searched. He was 21 years 
old at the time and was charged with 
inciting students, when, as a matter of 
fact, he had used nil his efforts to show 
them tho uselessness of their proposed 
plans. He dared not urge this fact, how- 
ever, or he would have beon called upon 
to give the names of tho students. He 
was finally taken from Moscow to St. 
Petersburg and again placed in a solitary 
cell. At the end of two and a half years 
he was brought to trial and acquitted. 
His health was completely shattered. 

In Odessa ho became a member of a 
liceret society for tho purpose of better- 
ing tho condition of the people. For the 
third time ho was arrested and sent to 
Moscow, and ho was refused books or pa- 
pers and had nothing to divert his mind, 
nnd he became deaf in tho dirty prisons 
at that placo, and when finally trans- 
ferred to St. Petersburg could not hear 
the knocks of his fellow-prisoners, which 
before had done so much to while away 
his time. Ho spent a whole year in this 
way, and when he saw his mother it wiib 
with difficulty lie could think of words to 
speak to her. Then hu began to fight for 
reason, and the expedient ho adopted was 
of composing a poem mid memorizing 
tho lines, having nothing to write with.

Largo Powder House in Ohio Struck 
by Lightning: and Explodes 
with Terrific Force.

Tcrrlfle Powder Kxpiosiou. 

Mansfield, Ohio, June 3.— At 4:30 o'clock 
this afternoon, during a heavy storm, light- 
ning struck Tracy and Avery's powdor 
house, located about a niilo east of the city. 
The house is said to have contained two toua 
Of powder, which exploded, causing a tre- 
menduous report. Hundreds of windows in 
the city were broken, china and glassware 
was knocked from the shelves and people 
thrown from their feet. Many buildings in 
the vicinity were badly wrecked. Two 
frame dwelling houses on tho opposite side 
of the street from the magazine were 
levelled to the ground, scarcely any- 
thing remaining to show that they 
were dwellings. One of the houses was 
vacant, and tlieotlier was occupied by Henry 
Roost, his wife and two children. The 
husband was absent at the time of the ex- 
plosion. A six mouths old babe was in- 
stantly killed, it being mutilated beyond 
recognition. Tho mother and another child, 
two years old, were blown over a hundred 
feet away, and are thought to bo fatally in- 
jured. Nothing remains of the powder 
house; bricks were scattered in all direc- 
tions, some being found a quarter of a mile 
distant. 

Beaten and Uobbeil. 

SEABRiaHT, N.J., June 3. -Geo. Faddy, 
aged 17, of Elizabethport, was found un- 
conscious on the beach here early this morn- 
ing, bleeding from a wound in the head. 
He recovered sufficiently to say that he had 
been assaulted and robbed by a man whom 
he knew as "Billy," employed as a painter 
at Long Branch. His assailant, after heal- 
ing him with an iron bar, tried to drown 
him. Faddy 's injuries are serious. Hi* 
assailant is under arrest at Long Branch. 

Important Kcgra Conference. 

Rondout, N. Y., June 3. — Ex-President 
Hayes and daughter reached here this after- 
noon, en route for Lake Mohawk Mountain 
House, where he will preside at the negro 
conference to be held there to-morrow. 
The conference will be in session three days. 
It is the first gathering of the kind ever 
held, and has for its object the education 
and christianizing of colored men. ..Scores of 
college presidents, professors and prominent 
persomiL'cs from all parts of the country are 
expected to be present. 

The UuokIIiiu ofHnpid Transit. 

New York, June ;i. — The Bub-committee 
on rapid transit discussed various plans to- 
day. Though no decision was reached, the 
plan of underground roads similar to those 
in London was, it is understood, most fav- 
ored. The roads would be fifty or sixty 
feet below the surface, and there would be 
no cost for right of way or damages to pro- 
perty. Another meeting will be held soon.

RECAMIE'R S ARSAPARILLA . 
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CATTLE RAISING. 

What Is Destined to lie Another Ureal Indus- 
try of British Columbia. 

A gentleman largely interested in tho 
cattle busines', yesterday morning, said to 
a Colonist reporter that the present was 
the best timo at which the cattle industry 
could be .successfully inaugurated ill Brit- 
ish Columbia. The duties on cattle and 
sheep, and on fresh and salt meats, had 
placed every advantage in the way of our 
people and they ought not to hesitate to 
take hold of them. If the lands of Brit- 
ish Columbia were only as noli utilized as 
those of the .State of Oregon, there would 
be no need to bring either beef or mutton 
from the other side the line. In 
British Columbia the winters were 
no more severe than those of 
Oregon and hero with over twenty 
live years' experience, he was in a posi- 
tion to assert that no cattle had ever been 
lost through the severity of iho weather, 
the mortality having been altogether duo 
to neglect and insufficient feeding. It was 
true that many of the nearest and most 
desirable sections for grazing purposes 
had been taken up, but there was still a 
great deal of eligible territory in tbeClnl- 
coten country and at Stewart's River, 
which was a great grass country, and by 
the building of sheds and the gathering 
of hay the industry might be made 
most remunerative. The same remarks 
might bo made of the Horsefly district. 
Besides, there was a considerable amount 
of land already occupied, but from which, 
for lack of capital, the best results were 
not obtained. He spoke of the great 
Harper Estate as being capable of the 
most successful utilization in this 
way, remarking that the Douglas 
Syndicate ought to bo able to do 
a great deal in the shape of cattle raising. 
Considerable sums of money would have 
to be expended in fencing, ditching and 
irrigation, and were these works properly 
prosecuted, he considered there was 
quite as much money to be made, if not 
more, than in real estate investments. 
Were separate ranges established sheep 
and hogs might be made to go together, 
while others could bo devoted to cattle 
and horses. With proper management — 
he meant good feeding and attention — 
these enterprises might soon be made 
among the most important in the pro- 
vince and therefore the attention of 
capitalist ought to be directed to them.

THE ORGAN'S EXPLANATION. 

The Times accuses us of havinc; mis 
applied tho quotations which we marie 
from Mr. Beave i'a speech at the single- 
tax meeting. Wo do not want to do Mr. 
Beaven an injustice. We must say that 
we read his speech with the greatest sur- 
prise, and wo submit ihat no man of in- 
telligence can read that speech in connec- 
tion with tlio speeches that preceded it 
without coming to the conclusion that Mr. 
Beaven gave emphatic assent to the doc- 
trines of taxation promulgated by Henry 
George. 

Tho chairman. Mr. J. L. Reid, recom- 
mended the doctrines of Henry George 
to the meeting, and stated that the aboli- 
tion of private property in land was the 
main feature of George's system. Me 
said: — 

" Readers of the daily papers know 
that labor uprisings aro threatened at all 
times in European countries. What was 
the reason for this ? Tho single tax men 
claim that PRIVATE OWNERSHIP OF LANDS 
is the prime cause of this state of affairs. 
* * * The Henry George theory was 
the only sensible theory that had been 
offered. It had been said if persona] 
ownership of laud was not all wed, no 
improvements would bo made, but this 
wuuli bo contradicted by turning to 
largo blocks in this city boilt by parties 
who did not own the land absolutely." 

Mr. Jackson moved the following reso- 
lution : 

" Resolved, That we, a portion of the 
electors of the city of Victoria, in 
mass meeting assembled, demand from 
those who seek our support that they 
pledge themselves to use their influence 
in securing legislation based on the prin- 
ciples of Blliele tax, AH SET FOKTI1 IN THE 

works ok Henry George." 

Mr. Jackson, too, expounded tho 
Georgian doctrine at considerable length, 
and gave an example of what was meant 
by single tux. We have quoted it before, 
but it will bear a second citation. It 
was this : 

" Down by the old French hotel is a 
lot.au eyesore and a nuismco to tho 
community. Now, if this lot wero worth 
§10,000 as it stands, we would put a tax 
of whatever was 'he current rate of in- 
terest upon its full value of 810,000. If 
tho owner chose to erect a building on it, 
no matter what its value, his tax would 
not be increased by five cents." 

Mr. Byron H. West was tho next ex- 
pounder of Henry George's doctrine of 
singlo tax. Among other things ho said : 

" The peoplo should demand their 
rights, and should see that an aspirant 
for political honors was elected who 
would L'o THE FARTHEST TOWARD THE 

single tax system irrespective of party 
or politics. They were not present to 
say bad things of la downers, but thu 
land quest on should be discussed on its 
merits. First the, land was tho prime 
source of all supply and should be froa to 
those who woul I till it. As it now stood 
the holder of the land could state his 
price, and the would-be tiller of tho soil 
had to pay tho price or starve. * * * 
The precepts of Henry George were be- 
coming known, and his teachings were 
becoming studied to the good of mankind. 
Those candidates for the suffrages of the 
people should study t ho theory and prac- 
tise it, and tho electors should demand 
something from tho candidates besides 
courtesy before tho elections and con- 
temp" afterwards. 

Mr. Bragg, the last of the single tax 
workingmen who spoke, said in the 
course of his remarks : 

"Many wero opposed to the single lax 
because they said Henry George would 
turn things upside down. Ho claimed 
that ho would turn things right side up. 
Henry George proposed improved systems 
of government." 

It would bo an insult to Mr. Heaven's 
intelligence to assume that ho did not un- 
derstand tho drift of tho speeches of tho 
single tax advocates. Wo do not think 
so meanly of Mr. Beaven's understand- 
ing as to suppose that he could listen to 
tho speeches of these gentlemen and not 
know precisely what they advocated. 
Tho object of ihese disciples of Henry 
George is conspicuous in the sjieeches as 
reported in tho Times, it would be still 
more easily seen in the speeches, of 
which the report is a condensation. 

Having heard the Bpoochos of tho 
single tax advocates, as delivered, what 



does Mr. Beaven say V Ho complimented 
tho speakers and told them they had 
handled tho question well. What ques- 
tion ? Only one question had been dis- 
cussed, and that was tho question of 
singlo tax. But Mr. Beaven went further 
than merely complimenting tho speakers. 
Ho said that " hu hud been impressed 
with tho truths of what had been 
expounded." He went oven further than 
this; he claimed credit for having intro- 
duced legislation in accordance with tho 
principle advocated by tho speakers, and 
held out to them tho hope that tho 
" reform " thoy sought would, in timo, 
be obtained. These aro his words as ro- 
ported in the Times: 

" Without egotism, ho would review 
boiiio of his work. In tho matter of 
municipal taxation, ho had, many years 
ago, before a general municipal act had 
been tho law, brought in such a measure, 
one object of which was to change the 
municipal taxation. He could never boo 
why a man who had a ihree-storoy house 
on a lot should bo taxed more than his 
neighbor, wdio had only a one-s'orey 
building. He could not see why improve- 
ments should be taxed as high as thu 
laud. The proposition .was met iu tho 
House with disfavor, and he was forced 
to abandon it. He believed he was right, 
but at that perio 1 ho was ahead of the 
times. Lately a different feeling had ob- 
tained, and last session ho had brought in 
a bill which gave powers to the munici- 
palities to make u distinction for the pur- 
poses of taxation, between improvements 
and the land itself. This bill had become 
law, and now improvements could bo 
taxed 50 per cent, lesi than the land. 
This, as he now learnt, was a step in 
the direction of the single tax, al- 
though he was no t aware of it at the 
time, and thi s, by entering the thin 
edge of the wedge, the full result 
would in time be assured. publit! 
opinion had to be educated up to these 
reforms, and no great sweeping mea- 
sures could be made in advance of 
public opinion. " 

Were not the single tax men warranted 
in concluding, after they had heird this 
declaration from tho Hon. Mr. Beaven 
that they could count upon thu leader of 
the Opposition as an advocate of the doc- 
trines of Henry George ! Can it bo said, 
with any appearance of truth, that his re- 
marks had reference only to "tho prin- 
ciple of relieving improvements made 
upon land from a largo proportion of the 
taxation." Mr. Beaven himself said tho 
bill he had brought in was " a step in the 
direction of the single tax," that it was 
" the thin edge of the wedge," and 
that " the full result would in time bo 
assured." What did he mean by the 
" full result " ! Undoubtedly the 
triumph of the doctrines of Henry 
George in tho direction of which 
his bill was a step. Would 
a man, wo ask, who was opposed to the 
single tax and the nationalization of land 
speak of such measures as "these re- 
forms" ! Would, indeed, a man who 
was opposed to Henry George's doctrine, 
after he heard the resolution read and the 
speeches of the men who supported it, 
take any part in tho meeting unless it 
were to show those who attended it what 
Henry George's doctrine really iB, and 
warn them against having anything to do 
with a system tho main feature of which 
is the spoliation of all who own land, no 
matter what use it is put to or how it was 
obtained I 

But iho Hon. Robert Beaven, tho 
Leader of Her Majesty's Loyal Opposition, 
uttered no protest against this scheme of 
public plunder. Ho did not even remon- 
strate. On the contrary, he flattered the 
men who spoke in favor of George's 
theories, and claimed credit for having 
done something towards having reduced 
those theories to practice. In view 
of these facts, every one must see that 
the Times' explanation is most unsatis- 
factory. 

TRADING UPON DISTRESS. 

Those who, last winter, read the ac- 
counts of the '.list ress iu Nicola could not 
but feel for the unfortunate people who, 
through no fault of their own, were re- 
duced to such straits. When the Legis- 
lature voted a sum of money for tho re- 
lief of the unfortunate settlers, every 
feeling person in the province was 
pleased. It was universally considered 
that tho Government had done its duty. 
But there is evory where some spiteful, 
ill-conditioned cur, who is ready 
to misrepresent his neighbors, lot 
their condition bo what it may. 
That there is at least one 
f theso in Nicola we have 
tho best reason to know. If this envi- 
ous oroaturo could prevent relief be- 
ing sent to his suffering neighbors ho 
would not hesitate to misrepresent their 
condition and, since the Government has 
done what it could to mitigate the suffer- 
ings of tho poor inhabitants of Nicola 
Valloy and shorten tho period of their 
distress, he does not scruple to lie about 
them in order to manufacture political 
capital against tho Government because it 
had done what humanity dictated. 
We aro a little surprised that 
tho Opposition, badly as it is 
oil' for ammunition would utilize, for that 
purpose, tho falsehoods and tho misrepre- 
sentations of tho Nicola slanderer. Even 
if tho Government has been, by one or 
two unprincipled individuals, docoivod 
and had given aid to persons that did not 
need it, it is not to bo blamod. This 
always happens when distress is relieved, 
whothor by Governments or individuals. 
But are tho charitable and tho liumano 



to refuse to succor thoso who aro afflicted, 
merely because there may be among 
the applicants for help one or 
two impostors? In a matter of that 
kind we agree with thoso who • hold that 
it is far better to run tho risk of being 
imposed upon than to allow those who 
are in real distress to go unrelieved. Wo 
do not know whether there were any 
cases of impostion in Nicola or not. It 
would bo surprising if some mean sneak 
who possessed ample means did not 
make "a poor mouth," and succeed in 
obtaining part of what was intended for 
thoso who are needy; but wo aro satisfied 
that help was wanted in Nicola, and that 
the aid which tho Government sent them 
has succored despairing settlers, who felt 
that thoy were ready to potish, and 
lightened many care-burdened hearts. 
Tho politicians of tho Opposition must, 
indeed, bo badly tiff fur a grievance 
against the Government when thoy try 
to make the people believe that its at- 
tempt to minister to tho wants of the 
Buffering settlors in the Nicola Valloy is 
a crime. We think that wo could give 
tho Times the first letters of its Nicola 
correspondent's name. 

ST A TE LANDLORDISM. 

Tho Times is just now very sweet on 
tho workingman. It would have the 
electors believe that the workingman is 
in favor of the single-tax fraud. If it 
really thinks so it is greatly mistaken. 
Tho great body of working men in town 
and country know- their own interest too 
well to favor a scheme w hich would pro- 
vent a workingman getting a lot 
of his own, and which would 
take from those workingmen who by hard 
work and constant saving woro ablo to 
buy a piece of land, the property that had 
had cost them so much. There aro men 
calling themselves singlo tax men who keep 
this feature of Henry George's scheme 
carefully out of sight. They do not tell 
the workingmen that under that 'system 
they can never own the smallest patch of 
land, and that before it goes into operation 
evory font of land the workingmen own 
will be taken from them, without their 
getting a single dollar in payment. Un- 
der that system workingmen will be the 
tenants of tho Government, liable to bo 
turned out at any moment if they fail to 
pay their rent punctually. There will not 
then be such a thing as a 
freeholder in all the land. Every 
man who occupies laud in thu 
country where tho singlo tax system pre- 
vails will be the tenant of tho Govern- 
ment. How would tho workingmen like 
to have the Government for a land- 
lord '! The Times and tho singlo tax 
speakers are not honest enough to toll 
the workingmen the truth. George's 
system would, wo aro satisfied, bo found 
to be, by tho workingmen, worse than 
Irish landlordism. 



ANOTHER A UTBORITY. 

Our readers will seo in another column 
the opinion of tho Hon. A. N. Richards on 
tho constitutionality of the remission by 
the Lieut. -Governor of the §105 tax on 
minors. Wo recommend the legal ad- 
viser of the Times to study it carefully. 
It may just bo possible that it may dawn 
upon him that ho has not yet mastered 
quite all that is to bo known about law, 
and that some respect must bo shown for 
tho opinion of a gentleman who is ad- 
mitted to be as ablo to give us 
sound legal advice as any lawyer 
in the country. He, no doubt, believes 
that ho can safely scoff at tho decision 
arrived at by the Attorney-! J eneral. He 
has only to call him "Theo" to satisfy 
himself and the little clique of which he 
is the oracle that no attention ought to 
bo paid to anything he says on any sub- 
ject. "Theo" is an argument that is 
manifestly unanswerable. He may, too, 
make light of tho fact that tho Hon. Mr. 
Pooloy agrees with the Attorney-General. 
But when ho finds that the learned 
and respectod Mr. Richard's opinion 
coincides with that of tho two 
legal gentlemen who have seats in the 
Cabinet he may ciine to the conclusion 
that it will be useless to continue his at- 
tempt to convince the peoplo of tho pro- 
vince that the Government has no power 
to omit the tax. It is within tho bounds 
of possibility that he may begin to sus- 
pect that in confidently declaring that the 
SI 05 was not a tax at all, he has, in the 
opinion of ovoryono capab'e of forming an 
opinion on tho subject, boon making a 
fool of himself. If ho could at last bo 
brought to soo himself as others soo him, 
ho might be saved from making a pitiful 
exhibition of himself in the future. 



[WAKENED. 



The Columbian is very angry at The 
Colonist, and scolds us with considerable 
vigor. We are rather pleased to see that 
wo have roused our sleupy contemporary. 
It is encouraging to seo it exhibiting 
some signs of life. It ought to know that 
it is necessary, at times, to uso words 
that aro not complimentary. When a 
newspaper does what is shabby and mean 
and inconsistent, it cannot expect to bo 
noticed by its contemporaries in eulogis- 
tic terms. Tho suddon and complete 
somersault which the Columbian has 
turned, and tho malignant way in which 
it speaks of tho Government thai, but 
tho other day, it supported and tho men 
it praised, cannot raise it in tho respect 



of thoso who witness its strange and 
unsightly vagaries. When it comes to 
think tho matter over, it will soo that 
when we noticed its extraordinary con- 
duct and its bitter denunciation of those 
whom, until very lately, it admired, wo 
wero obliged to uso a fow terms not calcu- 
lated to raise it in its own esteem.

UNDER FALSE PithTENCES. 

A Check for $2,500. With a W>ll Known Sijrnu- 
turj, That W is Less Valuable Than 
B ank I'ajirr. 

Yesterday morning, a check of the Bank 
of British Columbia, made payable: to A. P.. 
Winslow, or order, and endorsed with that 
name, and bearing the signature " U . C. 
Wttid," was presented to the paying teller 
at the bank here with tho remark " Is that 
cheek all right ?" 

The briefest examination showed that it 
was not. Mr. Ward's signature is, of course, 
one of the best known lo the bank officials, 
and that borne by the check was unlike it 
in any characteristic. The name of A. B. 
Winslow was not known at. all, and so the 
teller at once returned the suspicious piece 
of paper, with the information that it was a 
forgery. Pocketing the cheek, the young 
man who had presented it left tho hank. 

Naturally interested by the incident, the 
teller lost no time, iu calling in OliL.er 
Irvine and acquainting him with the facts 
of the case, at. the sumo lime pointing out. 
the presentor of the check, who was walk- 
ing on Government street. The offi- 
cer at once introduced himself, and 
was informed by the holder of the 
check that he was proprietor of 
the hotel at Swan Lake. He had been 
handed the check on Tuesday night by a 
stranger who was visiting tho hotel, und 
who asked that it be placed in the safe for 
him. Shortly afterwards he negotiated a 
loan of If 10, with the check as security. 
Tlie hotel man, becoming suspicious, drove 
into town, and his doubts of the genuine- 
ness of the check received confirmation. 

He felt certain that he could identify the 
borrowing stranger if he could see him, nnd 
accompanied by Ollicer Root. Walker, in 
plain clothes, he started on a still hunt for 
tho man. They were fortunate in meeting 
him on James Hay bridge, and ho was 
quickly taken into custody. At. tho station 
he gave the name of William Buchanan, de- 
nied nil knowledge of the check, hut refused 
to say anything more. Ho has the appear- 
ance, a9 one of the police officers ex- 
pressed it, of "a sport iu hard luck." The 
charge against him this morning will bo of 
obtaining money under false pretences.

and quickly disposed of. There was a letter 
from tho Superintendent of Education, 
granting permission to clo r e the schools on 
the 22nd and 23rd of May, which was tiled. 
J. N. Muir wrote, at length, upon school 
law und its defects, and his communication, 
as it reflected on the Board, was read and 
not received. Miss Armstrong reported 
certain matters of important school routine, 
and Mr. J. A. Halliduy asked Hint an op- 
portunity be given him during the evening 
to address the Board. Tho request was 
granted, and Mr. Halliday being present at 
once came forward. 

MM. IIAXXIDAY'S EXPLANATION. 

It was to avoid newspaper correspond- 
ence, he said, that he had requested an op- 
portunity to address the trustee board. He 
did not anticipate that there would bu any 
reporters present. (And here he paused for 
the reporters lo withdraw, which they 
didn't tlo.) Of course he was not afraid of 
publicity, but he did not know where it was 
going to end. It was only a matter between 
bimself and the board, and he would much 
prefer a private interview. He did not 
conieexpecting to have what be said reported, 
and he hoped the reporters would" be re- 
quested to leave. 

Again Mr. Halliday paused to en- 
able the rep v o titives of the 
press to withdraw, and Mr. Hay- 
ward, chairman of the hoard, announced as 
his opinion that as tlio discussion of school 
matters had reached the stage it had, it was 
advisable that the fullest publicity should 
now be given to the deliberations of the 
board. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Heistermun — The matter has been 
ventilated so much of late that it will he 
impossible to keep anything in the dark any 
longer- 
Mr. Halliday remarked that it was sim- 
ply to avoid a newspaper controversy that 
he asked that tho meeting be private. 
What he had to say was intended more for 
a conversation with tho Board, than to ap- 
pear in print. 

The chairman— 1 think you had better 
proceed with your statement, Mr. Halliday. 

Mr. Halliday decided to do so, and com- 
menced by saying that the first difficulty he 
had ever had with Miss Cameron had been 
over the arrangement of a time table for her 
division. She did not have writing included 
ut all, and he had spoken to her about it and 
received an answer that should not have 
been made by any subordinate teacher to a 
principal. The time-table was afterward 
amended, but Miss Cameron had not shown 
any respect for him or his position. His 
only objection to Miss Cameron when she 
was appointed was to tho trustees, whom 
he told that he and Miss Cameron ''didn't 
pull well together." Then, he would have 
preferred to see a mull in the position. This 
brought him down to the Winsby case of 
the 8th of May. Mrfc. Winsby wrote v. note 
to Iniii complaining that her boy had been 
ill-treated; but he had unfortunately lost 
her original letter. He searched high and 
low, in every place but the right one— on 
Col. Wolfenden's table. He had, uot being 
able to find the original, procured a copy, 
as near as could be remembered; ami so, to 
set Rev. Mr. Macleod straight, he took him 
Mrs. Winsby's copy. This was Mrs. Wins- 
by's original letter, which Col. Wolfenden 
had found and returned to him; 

To J. A. Halliday, 

('lease ascertain why Miss Cameron abused 
Horboi t yesterd ly Willi a raw hide. I sunt an 
excuse, and 1 think she -xcoodod her duly. He 
was bruised and cut, on his face and hoily. 

And oblige. 

Yours ri-sperHfully, 

(Signed) A. Winsby. 

Victoria, May 8th, 18IH). 

The copy which tie gave Rev. Mr. Mac- 
leod read almost exactly the same. There 
was only one word of difference, bleeding 
was used for cut. The copy was : 

Mr. Halliday, — ' lease ascertain why Miss 
Cameron abused I lerbert so shamefully. 

II was dreadfully bruised and heeling. 
Miss Cameron had no right to punish him, as 
he hail an excuse for coining late. 

(Signed) A. Winsby. 

May Slli. IgOO. 

He hail no object in misrepresenting Miss 
Cameron or Mis. Winsby. Mrs. Winsby 
wrote the second letter twenty two days 
after the first, Iron: memory, when ho 
found himself in a difficulty, lie c^uld sec 
no difference in the two. 

Mr. Uayward — It was a great injustice 
to Miss Cameron publishing, as the original, 
an entirely different document. Don't you 
think so ? 

Mr. H alliday- Doesn't it stand to season 
that I could not have known that I h.nl the 
original letter when I published the copy '! 
Mr. Macleod gave an ample explanation as 
far as t am concerned. The only thing he 
said that f had a special interest in Was that 
I saw the blood on one boy's trousers, and 
ho took that hack, t had nothing to dn 
with their fuss. Mr. Ma 'cod now denies 
that he called me an unmitigated 
liar, as Miss Cim .on said he 
did. She told hi ill 1 had said 
said I had no knowledge of the ease, and he 
said that if I said that I lied. 1 don't know 
whether or not he intend' to make that 
Statement publicly. I did tell him about 
the case, but it was after his sermon was 
pre iched. It was neither the text nor the 
origin of that sermon. 1 w is indiscreet in 
mentioning tho case, but it was notorious 
near my home on Springridg3, and well 
argued too. Miss Cameron told Mr. Mac- 
leod that [ knew nothing about the case. 
Of course I did not say that. Then Miss 
Cameron went to Mrs. Winsby and asked 
her if her boy had been whipped until the 
blood appeared through his trousers. Of 
course she said no, and Miss Cameron went 
to two or three others and asked them the 
same question. Sho did not ask them if 
their children had been abused. 

Mr. Hayward — To let the public think 
that a copy of Mrs. Winsby's letter, writ- 
ten from memory twenty-two days after, 
was the original, was misleading. 

Mr. Halliday— Who were misled? 

Mr. Hayward — The public, 

Mr. Halliday — I didn't mislead anyone, 
I was only trying to clear myself from the 
odium of lying. 1 didn't, maybe, take the 
course you (to Mr. Hay ward) would have 
liked, but I got clear. Tho only thing I 
cured for was to put myself right before tho 



public nnd Mr. Macleod. That's all I want 
to suy. 

No member of the board wished to ques- 
tion Mr. Halliday, and Col. Wolfenden next 
took the floor. He explained that it was 
I perfectly true, as Mr. Halliday had said, 
that he (Mr. Halliday) called upon him at 
his office on Monday afternoon. He referred 
1 to the correspondence in the press in regard 
I to corporal punishment, nnd he presented 
what purported to be the letter written by 
Mrs. Winsby, and which was published in 
Tills Colonist by Rev. Mr. Macleod. Mr. 
Halliday then explained how ho had lost 
the original and had asked Mrs. Winsby to 
write this letter over. He (Mr. Halliday) 
had said that ho had shown these letters to 
Miss Cameron and intended to use thorn. 

Continuing Cid. Wolfenden said, "These 
letters explain what Mr. Halliday had to say 
on the occasion of his visit. Yesterday af- 
ternoon I was sitting at my desk when I 
came across a binullo of letters that I did 
not recognize. The first one I looked at was 
not contained in any envelope; and it 
proved to be the original letter of Mrs. 
Winsby's. It didn't strike me that there 
was any discrepancy betweon the two letters 
at the time, although it has since. In tho 
second letter — the one given Mr. Macleod, 
mention is made of blood. In the original 
no such mention was made, I was placed in 
a very peculiar position, finding documents 
bearing on this matter, but which belonged 
to another person. As a member of the 
school board, however, f thought that it was 
my duty to speak to Mr. Haywird about 
the mutter. We had a notarial copy made 
of the letter, and I P-en forwardod it, with 
the other papers to Mr. Halliday with the 
following letter : 



A. Halliday, Eng • 

Drah Sin,— Yon will remember that on Mon- 
day last, you showed me some correspondence 
respecting tho punishing of the boy Winsby by 
Miss Cameron, and which afterwards appeared 
in THE Colonist of Tuesday. You also stated 
that the Original biter of Mrs. Wins- 
by, of May the 8th. had been Inst. 
I regret to say I bat you loft that original letter 
open on my tablo with other documents, which 
1 did not discover until late yesterday after- 
noon. 

As Ibi.-i original letter di Hers very materially 
from tlio one published by Mr. Macleod. f felt 
it my duty to have a notarial copy made for 
the Hoard. 

I now enclose ull tho documents left by you. 

He had read with pain Rev. Mr. Mac- 
leod's sermon. He thought that the rever- 
end gentleman had made a mistake in thus 
referring to tho matter complained of with- 
out bringing it before the board. The 
trustees had been elected by the people to 
investigate all matters in relation to the 
schools, and had Mr. Macleod's complaint 
been made to them it would have been care- 
fully investigated. Every complaint against 
the conduct of any teacher was most care- 
fully considered. It was the duty of Mr. 
Macleod, or any one else outside, if they 
knew of any cruelty by a school teacher, to 
report the matter to tho board. Rev. Mr. 
Macleod did not. The first that he (Col. 
Wolfenden) knew of the matter was when 
he saw the published sermon two or three 
weeks ago. It was a mistake to preach 
such a sermon on such insufficient 
grounds. It was a second mistake 
to publish the sermon. He was sorry the 
matter had been brought before the public. 
The third mistake was made when Rev. 
Mr. Macleod made specific charges against 
Miss Cameron. 

The chairman said that Mr. Halliday had 
been guilty of a mo3t serious offence. He 
hod published as the original a letter that 
he know to have been only written from 
memory 2"2 days after the original, and he 
had thereby done Miss Cameron the gross- 
est injustice. 

Mr. Halliday— I don't doubt, that I mis- 
managed the affair, but I was only trying 
to clear myself. I only thought about 
clearing- myself, f had no wish to injure 
MiBs Cameron. I'd ne>"ir have meddled 



with the case only for the wuy my name 
became mixed up in it 

Mr. Hayward enquired what the Board 
wish to do in the mutter? 

Mr. Krskilio said that the question was 
not whether Miss Cameron was blamable 
or not. It was with Mr. Halliday that tho 
Board now had to deal, and he was certain- 
ly deserving of their censure for 
bis action. Mr. Halliday had exceeded his 
duty in speaking to Mr. Macleod of tho 
actions of any of the teachers. If ho had a 
complaint to make, it should have been 
made to tho Hoard. He was certainly de- 
serving of censure— if not more. 

Mr. Mallanduine considered that Mr. 
Macleod had shown even a greater lack of 
discretion than Mr. Halliday. He thought 
that the information hud probably been 
wormed out of him, and he did not 
blame him so much in consequence. 

Rev M r. Macleod's sermon cast a stigma, 
not only upon the hoard, hut upon the 
,vliole system of education. Ho endorsed 
the remarks of Col. Wolfenden. 

Mr. Heistermun was sorry that anything 
bad occurred that would injure the schools. 
He believed that Mr. Halliday was pri- 
marily to blame, and moved a vote of cen- 
sure upon him. He strongly disapproved 
of the use of the rawhide. 

Col. Wolfenden said that it was Mr. 
Halliday, not tho rawhide, that was under 
consideration. He hau gone out of his way 
to give information to an outsider in regard 
to the conduct of a fellow teacher, instead 
of going to the board. In the second place 
be had said • that he lost Mrs. Winsby's 
letter. Strange to say he had come to him 
(Oil. Wolfenden), told him about the lost 
letter, and bi ought a copy, at the same 
time having the original in his pocket. Tho 
two letters were materially different. Miss 
Cameron, nor any other teacher, was not 
guilty of cruelty. Mr. Halliday was guilty 
of grave indiscretion, and it was the duty of 
the board to put a stop to such actions. 

Mr. Hayward considered it the most 
serious offence he had ever felt it his duty 
to investigate. 

Mr. Erskino said that Mr. Halliday had 
led the board to believe that ho did not 
-supply Mr. Macleod with information. 
Now he said that he did give him the 
matter for publication. Purposely or not 
be had told an untruth. 

Mr. Halliday — The only thing I denied 
was that 1 said I saw the wounds. 1 did 
not. I will not be saddled with more than 
I deserve. I admit 1 did wrong in giving in- 
formation to outsiders. (To Mr. Heister- 
man) I do not know of any room in which 
Bchoolars are wdiipped for lateness. 

Messrs. Heisterman and Mallandaine 
moved that "the apology bo accepted and 
Mr. Ualiday be reprimanded by tho board. 
■ Mr. Hay ward— No apology has been made 
yet for the false letter. 

Mr. Halliday— It is not fair to call it 
false. 

Mr. Hayward — Three weeks ntter getting 
that letter from Mrs. Winsby, with it iu 
your pocket, you went nnd got another that 
would suit your position better and you 
published it without any explanation. 

Mr. Halliday — I did not dictate tho letter. 
Mrs. Winsby wrote it herself. The first 
was lost; if it was in my pocket, I couldn't 
find it. 

Col. Wolfenden — When you compared the 
original letter with the copy you got, why 
didn't you change the copy to correspond 
with the original before giving it to Mr. 
Macleod. 

Mr. Halliday -It was Mrs. Winsby's let- 
ter. 

Col. Wolfenden— It appears, and I think 
the public will believe, that that letter was 
manufactured for tho occasion. 

As tho hour was growing late, further 
consideration of Mr. Halliday's case was 
adjourned until Aloud. ly night.

Mr. Lawhead hurried away, 
and the captain passed into the theatre, 
learned that tho lady was at 228 East 
Main street and drove away. After an 
hour's interview with her he went out 
and secured a marriage license and re- 
turned. During his absence the little 
songsl ress wrote two notes, one to Charlie, 
telling him that all was over between 
them, the other to Mrs. and MdssCassidy, 
wifo anil daught r of tho manager of tho 
Comique. asking them to act as brides- 
maids. They immediately responded and 
proceeded to dress the bride. 

Thou came another hitch. The cap- 
tain insisted that tho wedding should 
take place at tho Episc pal Church, while 
tho bride stood up for the Catholic 
Church, and was supported by tho other 
ladies. Tho priest was consulted and in- 
formed tho bride that, if sho married 
anywhere but in tho Catholic Church, 
sho would be excommunicated. This de- 
cided tho bride and, as the captain would 
not yield, no wedding could take place.

A MONTREAL MYSTERY. 

How T. H. Klmber Cut His Throat ami Then 
Drowned llliusolf. 

As will have been seen by the telegrams 
tho mystery attending tho d Biippoaranco 
of T. H. Kimber from the Grand Central 
Hotel, Montreal, has been partially cleared 
up by tho discovery of his bodv in tho 
high reservoir of the Montreal City Water 
Works. This disappearance was up to 
tho time when the body was found, doubt- 
less, tho greatest mystery in tho polio-' 
annals of Montreal. The detectives did 
virtually nothing towards unravelling it, 
being of opinion that for reasons of his 
own ho had purp soly disappeared. The 
first facts that becamo publicly known 
were that Thomas Kimber i t' Topshum, 
Devonshire, England, arrived in this city 
on April 5, and registered at tho Grand 
Central Hotel on St. James stroet with 
three companions, which on the followi 1 g 
Friday he left mysteriously, leaving behind 
him in his room a large quantity of blood, 
with which the floor ami various articles 
of furniture were liberally bespattered, a 
blood-st lined razor, and a number of 
bloody handkerchiefs, This disappear- 
ance was kept quiet for about two weeks. 
Mr. Stylos, the ox-proprietor of tin: 
Grand Central h tel, wrot • on April 2!). 
"(In tho morning of the lltb install', be- 
tween ten and eleven o'clock, 1 distinctly 
saw Kimber leave the house on his own 
feet, and was naturally not unduly alarm- 
ed when blood was later discovered iu his 
room. For two or three days I expected 
him to return, and certainly it was u t 
my business to endeavor to create a sen- 
sation about a man who might at any 
moment turn up. I then told his friend, 
Mr. Schon field, of the facts, about which 
there was no mystery. Schonfield under- 
took to make inquiries and communicated 
with tho police. Wo were not terribly 
disconcerted by tho fact that a guest had 
probably run away without paying his 
board, and did not immediately connect 
the disappearance with murder." The 
post-mortem examination showed a wound 
of about five inches long acioss the neck, 
peuotrat'llg the wind pipe, there being 
three wounds, but only skin deep, on the 
left side of tho throat. It would appear 
according to tho medical testimony that 
these wounds wore self inflicted. 

The coroner's jury returned a verdict 
that the deceased had committed suicide; 
but have all widely different opinions 
with regard to tho matter, It is com- 
plained that a regular post mortem ex- 
amination was not made by tho physicians 
before tho verdict was re urnoct, their 
testimony having been given upon a more 
cursory outside examination. Tho prob- 
lem, as it has been put iu tho Star, which 
has to be decided is how a man could pos- 
sibly cut his throat to the extent of five 
inches, quietly leave tho hotel at eleven 
o'clock in tho morning, and with a bloody 
towel around his neck, weak with loss of 
blood, stagger up the streets that lead to 
the mountain, climb the steep hill to tho 
reservoir, surmount the iron railings that 
surround it and plunge into tho water. 
Even had his strongth hold out, the 
strange and ghastly appearance presented 
by tho man must have attracted special 
attention from some of the numbers of 
persona that he must have passed. 

While the chief of police holds that 
Kiuibor attempted to cut his throat, and 
failing, walked to the reservoir and threw 
himself in, there are many who boliuvo 
that a murder was committed. Meantime 
tho proceedings have been reopened, and 
tho matter is being thoroughly investi- 
gated.

BISHOP D'HEKKOMEZ DEAD. 

Tho Vicar Apostolic of liritlsh Columbia rai- 
sed Away vf'eru Long Illness— Prepura- 
ti his for tlii! Funeral. 

At nine o'clock on Tuesday evening, at 
the episcopal residency, New Westminster, 
Bishop D'Horboinez, Vicar-Anostolio of 
British Columbia, was relieved by death 
from his long sufferings. For the past 
twelve n.onths the late bishop bus been u 
helpless invalid, and for a long time no hopes 
have bean entertained of his recovery, His 
illness arose from dropsy complicated by 
rheumatism, which, white it rendered him 
physically incapable even to turn in his bed, 
and caused him almost unremitting pain, it 
left his mind .lear and vigorous to the last. 
For some days past it has been apparent 
thai the end was approaching, and Tuesday 
morning the aged prelato while in great 
agony said to those about him that it could 
la-it. only a little longer. A minute or two 
before nine o'clock, the attendant at his 
bedside observed the change that was com- 
ing and luuried to summon Father Fagard. 
Before be returned the bishop had expired. 
His intense and long continued Buffering 
was borne unmurmuringly, and that kindli- 
ness of manner that was no strong a feature 
in bis character was predominant through 
it all. 

It has not yet been decided when the 
funeral will take place. Bishop Leuiniens, 
of Victoria, and Bishop I.notens, have been 
summoned, and the Indians, among whom 
ho labored so many years, and the most of 
whom arc now at Schelt, celebratiug the 
potlach, will also be brought to Westmin- 
ster to attend the funeral. A boat will be 
provided to convey those who shall attend 
the funeral. Yesterday the remains of the 
late bishop were exposed to view at the 
Episcopal Palace, and to-day at St. Peter's 
Church, Westminster, where also the 
funeral ceremonies will be conducted. 
SKETCH OF Ills LIFE, 

The late Bishop D'Herbomez was born in 
182- at Brillon, diocese of Cambria, France, 
lie prosecuted his studies in the seminary 
of tint diocese and joined the Order of the 
Missionaries Oblates of Mary Immaculate 
in lo-iS. He was ordained a priest at Mar- 
seilles, France, in 1847, by the Venerable 
Bishop Eugene de Mazeuod, founder of the 
Order of the Oblates. 

In 1858 be was appointed superior of the 
Oblates on the Paeilic Coast, and be trans- 
ferred the headquarters of the order to 
Esquimalt, at the pressing instance of His 
Lordship Modeste Demers, Bishop of Van- 
couver Island and the Mainland of British 
Columbia. In 1857 he sent two Oblate 
fathers to establish a mission among the 
Indians of Okanagan Lake. In I860 la- 
sent also two Oblate fathers to establish a 
mission for the Indians of the Fraser, and 
made Xew Westminster, then in its earliest 
infancy, the seat of the mission. In 18(12 
he established at St. Mary's Mission schools 
for the Indian children of the Lower Fraser. 

At the earnest request of Bishop Demers, 
Pius IX erected the Vicariate Apostolic of 
British Columbia in 1863, and the deceased 
was appointed the lirst Vicar-Apostolic, 
and he was consecrated Bishop of Mile- 
topolis on the 7th October, 1804, at Vic- 
toria, by the late Archbishop Blancbet at- 
tended by Mgr. Demers. He went to New 
Westminster ami celebrated as a bishop in 
the small church then existing the Sunday 
after bis consecration. He visited the dif- 
ferent bands of Indians in the interior of 
the province; established the mission at 
Williams' Lako in 1866, and in 1S68 he 
went as far as Bobine Lake, visiting the In- 
dians, and selected on the shores of 
Stewart's Lake the place that was to be the 
seat of the mission, sending missionaries 
there the following year. 

In 1SU7 he went to Rome, called by the 
Pope to assist in the general council of the 
Vatican, and, infirm as bis health was at 
the time, he came back to continue his 
labors here. In lS7a he sent two fathers to 
establish a mission at Kootenay. He went 
again to Rome in 1S77 to render to Leo XIII 
an account of bis vicariate. He returned 
to Westminster shattered by sickness and 
worn out by fatigue, and never afterwards 
recovered any of his former activity.

DYNAMITE CARTrtlDGrE. 

Testing Dr. Justin's Sew Projectile— Bursting 
of the Twelve-Ton Gun 

Fully 1,500 people gathored at Perry- 
vil e, .Madison county, to witness tho third 
; n i public test of Dr. Justin's dynamite 
cartridge. The attendance comprised 
1 o h men and women, and the sides of 
the pretty ravine were lined with crowds 
of people. The cartridge, us heretofoie, 
was Bred from ;i 12-ton Blakoly rifle of 
English makn. Six sheila had been made 
for this trial, differing slightly in con- 
struction, tho walls of tho steel shell and 
tho inner brass cylinder being one-six- 
teenth of an i. oh thinner than before. 
The Bervico chargeof powder was used, the 
shell was abotit, 48 inches long.und nearly 
being III) pounds of hexagonal powder. 
The shell was nine inches in diameter. 
The gun was loaded with one of tlieshells 
containing 16J pounds of highest power 
dynamite with a bay of lit) pounds of gun 
p iwder back of it. The shell, including 
bullet and dynamite, weighed 2fl0 
p muds. The r gular service weight for 
this gun is only 200 pounds. Dr. Justin 
applied the fuse, the crowd being scatter- 
ed 'to a safe distance, except thenewspaper 
mm, who took refuge behind large trees. 
There was a flash and roar, succeed, d by 
a sharp cracking sound as if of heavy 
thunder and lightning, and then the air 
was tilled with huge pieces of ir n, some 
of them weighing a ton or two. The huge 
gun had burst. Fortunately no one was 
hurt. Tho muzzle of the gun was thrown 
10!) feet forward. A piecu of the jacket- 
inir, weighing about throe tons. was thrown 
500 feet to thy rear, almost to the dyna- 
mite storehouses. The shell had evident- 
ly burst at the rear end, not where the 
dynamite was, and no indications (if dy- 
namite or of the brass inner shell were 
found near the gun. On the contrary, a 
piece of the brass shell and a piece of 
leather with dynamite still on it were 
picked up near the target, ami a sectii n 
of the steel bullet still hot was brought 
down from the i eighboring village, where 
it had buried itself. It is therefore be- 
lieved that the inner shell containing the 
dynamite and the steel bullet was i brown 
from the gun and exploded at tho target, 
the explosion throwing the bullet up over 
into tho village, about a mile away. A 
number of spectators say they saw the 
shell strike and explode at the target. If 
so the experiment was a success in spite 
of the explosion of the gun, and the latter 
was caused by imperfections in the gun 
and the explosion of tho powder alone. 
Dr. Justin will make further trial with a 
new steel gun, using a thicker shell.

Papers Relative to the Beorlns'd Sea Trouble 
Will Not be Wrought Down Until the 
Matter is Settled. 

London', June '2. — Parliament re-assem- 
bled to-day. In the house of commons Sir 
.James Ferguson, parliamentary secretary 
for the foreign otlice, declined to lay on the 
table papers relative to negotiations with 
the United States concerning the Behring's 
Sea trouble until the question ia settled. 

Sir James also stated that neither the 
French nor English governments had re- 
ceived any information of the landing from 
the French warship of officers and men on 
the coast of Newfoundland, wdio ordered 
the Newfoundland fishermen to remove 
their nets, and upon their refusal to do so, 
removed them themselves. He was sure, he 
declared, that both the English and French 
services could be depended upon topresorve 
a conciliatory attitude pending the arrange- 
ment of the Newfoundland fisheries trouble. 
The government had every reason to be- 
lieve that the alarming reports concerning 
the situation of affairs in Newfoundland are 
incorrect.
